Tirevlt 
graced the footlights of the Imperial 
Opera at Paris.

ed that a duel was tlie ouly way out 
of tbelr predicament. 
It was to be a 
duel without hatred, and so they post­ 
poned tho great event rtr one month. 
Meanwhile they came to the conclu­ 
sion that an ordinary duel wouldn’t do 
at all and hit upon the¿dea of fighting 
in the air. 
So they ordered two bal- 
loous constructed exactly alike and on 
the night of June 22 settled tbelr^af- 
fairs to anticipation of the great event 
upon the morrow.

hour each man entered his balloon 
armed With a blunderbuss, and at a 
signal the ropo8 were cut, and up they 
went.
